After an executive ses­ 
sion It was decided to hear all the pre­ 
liminary motions of the defense to­ 
day. 
In asking for the recess Judge Her- 
riek, of counsel for Sudser, said the 
announcement that th- m anagers rest­ 
ed their case "came as a surprise to 
the counsel for the respondent. There 
are a number of motions to be made," 
he said. “The opening statement is to 
he prepared, and there are numerous 
consultations which we must have with 
the respondent who, in our opinion, 
should Im* entitled to the benefit of 
his counsel.” 
Sulxer's stock operations were attain 
a poi ut of attack. 
Direct connection 
between “account 500" and the gover­ 
nor was established when J. B. Gray, 
of the stock exchange firm of Fuller 
U Gray, who handled the account, tes­ 
tified that Frederick L. Colwell told 
him the stork transactions in the ac­ 
count were for the governor. Colwell 
was Sulzer’s alleged ‘dummy." 
The transactions consisted of the 
purchase of 200 shares of ‘ Big Four,” 
which Gray said Colwell had paid for 
in cash. The first IOO, he said, w\*h 
bought for Colwell, Oct. 23, 1912, and 
delivered to him in Brooklyn. Oct. 31. 
The second iud was bought Nov. 4, 
and it was not until the second pur­ 
chase, according to Gray, that Colwell 
told him the transactions were for the 
accolent of the governor 
Gray said Colwell had requested the 
account he given a number, and that 
tile stock he delivered to him in Brook­ 
lyn, because he did not wish it known 
that fee was doing any business with 
Gray’s firm. 
Colwell, who had acted 
in the capacity of private set rotary to 
Gray, formerly was employed by the 
tirm of Harris tic F'uller. 
Colwell did 
not want Harris A Fuller to know, wit­ 
ness said. he was bringing any busi­ 
ness to Fuller be Gray. 
One bond which Colwell purchased 
from the firm was for a woman, the 
witness testified. 
Asked her name,

of rattle to every ten people. This is just 
one half the number of rattle in propor­ 
tion to the numlter of people that there 
were twelve yearn ago.
